Frequentiy sloshing around 
amid darkness and acetic acid 
are many students of basic 
photography. The curriculum of 
this course involves practica! 
camera usage—operation and de- 
veloping technique. First set up 
as part of the law enforcement 
and journalism program, it has 
now been incorporated into the 
fields of art, science, recreation, 
and education. 

“I am very pleased at the en- 
thusiasm,” grinned Nicholas 
DeLucia, who began his first 
year as pedagogue of photog- 
raphy last fall. “Some of the 
students have set up their own 
darkroorns and are earning extra 
money!” 

This fund-raising knowledge, 
however, begins with at least a 
month of observing demonstra- 
tions. The students then are 
ready to begin the sweat and 
tears. “I’m not interested in per- 
fection,” said DeLucia. “! want 
te see some failures, and | want 
the students to know where they 
failed. Perfect photos don’t teach 
rauch.” 

And perfect the photos are 
not. Some turn brown. Some are 
teo light, some too dark, Some 
are scratched or spotty. But 
there are also other problems. 
“Lots of my students miss the 
beat when it comes to compo- 
sition. They must center the at- 
tention and somehow transmit 
a mwod or feeling for interest. 
Technical operations, though, 
must be automatic before artistic 
composition can be attained. 
This is important. The students 
must learn they can even take 
pictures when it's foggy!” 

“We use $350 cameras. | was 
quite surprised to find the col- 
lege had provided such expen- 
sive equipment for mere begin- 
ners. And of course the students 
are responsible for damage or 
breakage,” he sighed. “We need 
mere room. But,” he added, “we 
stili get some nice pictures. | 
Aw pleased!"

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IS IT TOO LATE NOW? 


Earlier this week Russian scientists reportedly fired a 
man-carrying rocket 186 miles inte space. The human being 
aboard this rocket supposedly reiurned safely to earth by 
parachute. What does it all mean? 

It means that almost since our inception as a nation, we 
Americans have been smugly confident that, no matter how 
deep the trouble, we would somehow get safely through it. 
For the first time in our history, those who are in a position 
to know the extent of the crisis are, quite frankly, scared 
stiff. The Columbia Breadcasting System’s staff of commen- 


tators and analysts, assembled in New York the last Sunday 


in December for their annual “Years of Crisis” broadcast, 


wore hang dog looks that were completely in keeping with 
their pessimestic prophesies. Famed newspaper columnists 
Joseph and Steward Alsop have, for the first time in their 
careers, shown themselves to be on the verge of panic about 
our situation. And what are we happy ignoramuses at Sacra- 
mento State College doing about all this? Nothing, really. 

Thomas Jefferson once said that it was not possible for 
a people to be both ignorant and free. Why, then, are we so 
determined to try and live in freedom without bothering cur- 
selves to take a responsible hand in the affairs of the nation 
and the world? 


RECENT COURT DECISION IS SOUND 


The United State Supreme Court’s December decision 
striking down criminal] registration laws in 47 municipalities 
and five states was a bold step forward. 

Aithough the author of the majority decision, Mr. Just- 
ice Douglas, was joined by only four other members of the 
Court, the “rightness” of the opinion seems unquestionable. 

The appeal to the high court came from a Los Angeles 
woman who, in 1951, was convicted of forgery and put on 
probation. In 1952 the probation order was altered to require 
her residence in a jail cell for six months. 

In February of 1955, the woman was accosted on a 
street corner by two policemen. Her attorney said she was 
searched, apparently for narcotics, and taken to a police sta- 
tion where she was grilled for two hours and then charged 
with having failed to register as an ex-convict. 

A jury convicted her and placed her on probation for 
three years. As though this weren’t enough, they added a 
fine of $250. 

In her appeal to the U. S. Supreme Court, the woman 
eontended any criminal registration law is unconstitutional 
because “it requires self-incrimination, is an unreasonable 
exercise of police power, permits cruel and unusual punish- 
ment, encourages unlawful arrest and search and is a denial 
of equal protection and due process of law.” 

Mr. Justice Douglas, for the majority, said the Los An- 
geles ordinance violates the due process of law requirement 
of the Constiution’s 14th Amendment. The obviousness of 
this makes the opinion a sound one. 


FELION PLAN NEEDS SUPPORT 


Larry Felion’s proposal to create a coordinating body 
composed of persons from this college and the two area 
junior colleges, in order to prevent simultaneous scheduling 
of such activities as homecomings and downtown parades is, 
in ail its respects, a commendable idea. 

The plan evolved out of a recent discussion between 
Felion and the Sacramento Junior College vice president, The 
two of them agreed that past snafus could be eliminated 
through the creation of such a cooridnating group. 

If SSC students will support this body, once it is gotten 
into working shape, it will be another step toward the day 
We can expect full harmony and cooperation between ail our 
local educational institutions.

dent activities, and it was recog- 
nized that the three colleges have 
a responsibility to contribute to 
the cultural level of the commu- 
nity. The three schools can be in 
a better position, through the 
committee, to realize this goal 
with a pooling of effort; for in- 
stance, the three Student Associa- 
tions could jointly sponsor some 
type of a community project that 
would be impossible to sponsor 
singly. The power of this commit- 
tee would be only advisory and 
its suggestions and recommenda- 
tions could only be referred to 
the student governments of the 
respective coueges for their con- 
sideration. 

We believe this will promote 
harmony and understanding 
among the schools involved and 
we will all benefit from the mu- 
tual sharing of ideas and experi- 
ences. 

Congratulations go out to Chi 
Sigma Rho. Its constitution was 
given approval last Monday by 
the Student Council. With offi- 
cial recognition given it, Chi Sig- 
ma Rho becomes Sacramento 
State’s newest fraternity. The 
Student Council wishes this or- 
ganization all good luck and 
knows it will contribute many 
worthwhile services to the college.

“I’ve been reading the New 
Yorker since my undergraduate 
days at the University of Wash- 
ington,” said Dr, Houghton. 
“Once I got interested in the 
magazine, I quickly found it to 
be a quite refreshing thing.” 

Dr. Houghton’s interest in the 
magazine had become so great 
by the time he was ready to 
do his doctoral thesis at the 
Universit, of Minnesota, he 
chose the New Yorker as his 
subject. “I decided to try and 
define the magazine, and what 
it was about it that made it 
so appealing to its readers.” 

No One Knew Importance 


“Nobody has really  ascer- 
tained the importance of the 
magazine,” he said, “nor is it 


easy to say just what it is. Cer- 
tain people like it, certain others 
can find little of value in the 
magazine, Others hate it. Very 
clearly, though, it has been a 
strong and an important influ- 
ence in the fields of American 
humor, reporting, and _ short 
story writing-—that is, the short 
story form.” 

“There have been numerous 
articles and even one book on 
the magazine,” he said, “but 
none of them ever came to grips 
with it... just what it is that 
holds it together. The important 
thing, it seemed to me, was to 
define the complex unity of this 
magazine.”

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New Yorker Magazine 
Topic of Prof's Book 


By DICK WILLIAMS 
Sometime next fall the Beacon Press, Boston publishers, 
will issue a book about the New Yorker magazine, The 
author of this still-to-come book is SSC’s Dr. Donald Hough- 
ton, assistant professor of humanities. 


“I suppose my main conclu- 
sion in the book is that the 
New Yorker represents some 
ideal of seif ... a kind of ideal 
of manners and character. In 
fact, the*present working title 
of the book is “The New Yorker 
Ideal’ , . , this ideal is an ideal 
of conduct and character, and I 
think this manifests itself 
throughout the New Yorker, in 
all its departments.” 

Many New Yorker Reprints 

Houghton said there had been 
more than 400 books published 
out of New Yorker material to 
date (such as reprints of their 
eartoons and short stories) and 
that “no other magazine can 
match this.” 

“Part of their whole image, 
or approach, is diffidence . 
they sand out by being incon- 
spicuous, Sometimes their covers 
utilize the same color scheme 
in both the tithk and the pic- 
tire. The title is, oftentimes, lost 
in the art work.” This is the 
subtle art of being inconspicu- 
ously important. 

Changing the subject a bit, 
Dr. Houghton said that current 
circulation figures for the New 
Yorker were somewhere “over 
the 400,000 (per week) mark.” 
Created primarily for the New 
York market, the magazine 
early grew to a position of ng- 
tional prominence’ which, in 
Houghton's words, “hag never 
been shaken.” 

Target date for completion of 
the necessary rewriting is next 
October list. “If everything pro- 
ceeds on schedule with the pub- 
lisher, the book should be out 
not long after that date,” smiled 
Houghton. “I think you will find 
it to be quite readable, and not 
too scholarly or socioligical,” he 
said. “After all, it would be 
quite incongruous to do a book 
on the New Yorker magazine in 
a heavy-handed style.”

Did you ever wonder what it 
cost California fish hatcheries 1o 
produce trout and salmon for 
sportsman? During the 1956-57 
fisca] year these fish were raised 
at the cheapest price per pound 
in state history. The statewide 
average cost of each pound pro- 
duced was 8 cents compared 
with jast years 93 cents. The 
hatcheries also set records in 
numbers of catchable trout 
planted-—8,034,675 fish, compared 
to the former high mark of 7,- 
671,256 fish set in 1955-56. The 
record low costs were achieved 
because of a substantial reduc- 
tion in labor costs and also of 
the shutdown of outmoded hatch- 
eries. 

Like to fish for stripers- Who 
does'nt? Yet there weren't any 
here in the Gold Rush era. Same 
goes for shad, biack bass .and 
severai species of trout and cat- 
fish. These fish were imported 
from the east shartty after the 
California Fish and Game Com- 
mission was ectabtiched in 1870.

According to Mrs. Ursula Stan- 
ton, manager of the cafeteria, she 
and her staff have lost up to $15 
a month as.a result of breakage 
alone. What is even more disturb- 
ing is the fact that deliberate 
vandalism seems to be on the in-

crease: pepper shakers have turn- 
ed up with their tops caved in and 
bent out of shape, salt has been 
mixed with pepper, cups and 
crockery have been destroyed, 
and numerous items have been 
listed as missing altogether. 
Some of this vandalism and 
theft is, undoubtedly accidental; 
occasionally, people will throw 
forks into the garbage cans, drop 
saucers, or walk off with trays, 
intending to return them later. 
The greater majority of the dam- 
age must be, however, intentional: 
nobody accidentally pours pepper 
into a sugar shaker or uses a 


knife to open a can or bottle. 
The extent of this season's dam- 
age has not as yet been estimated, 
primarily because of the time in- 
volved in such a project.
